a pew method of nominating candidates for 
county offices, held its final meeting in 
Doylestown on Monday afternoon, and pre- 
pared a report which will be submitted to 
.he County Committee for approval or rejec- 
tion at the annual meeting of that body, 
which will take place here on Saturday next. 
The full committee was present at the meet- 
ng on Monday. The members are County 
Chahman Joseph W. Shelly, Hugh B. East- 
burn, Hon. Robert M. Yardley, Doylestown; 
Eton. B. F. Gilkeson, Bristol; AmosB Head- 
ey, Tullytown ; Evan R. Penrose, Quaker- 
own i Christian F. Moyer, Blooming Glen, 
and Robert M. Rorer, Richboro. Tho com- 
mittee drew up a report which will be pre- 
ented to the County Committee. This re- 
>ort suggests three systems of nominating 
laudidates, from which the County Commit- 
ee may take its choice or reject all of them, 
'he -first system suggested is the Crawford 
bounty method pure and simple, The sec- 
md is the Crawford County system -with 
ertain modifications, it being understood 
hat one of these modifications may be the 
ubstitutiou of the nmjority vote instead' of 
he plurality vote, which prevails in Craw- 
ord County. The third suggestion is the 
elegate e.vslcrn, but just how this is to be 
onducled has not been made public, but the 
ommittee does not object to the announce- 
ment that at least three methods will be pre- 
iented for the consideration of the County 
Committee. 
As to the action of the County 


Committee it is predicted by some that in 
view of the opinion some of the members of 
hat boiiy expressed a year ago they will not 
avor any change at this lime, but that is 
merely a prediction. At their meeting on 
Saturday the County Committee will also 
.lect a chairman for the ensuing year and 
ix a time for the delegate convention and 
he county convention.

TOPICS OP INTEREST IN NEAR-BY TOWNS 


DOVLESTOWM. 
TULLYTOWN. 


A matter of interest to the citizens of the 


upper and middle sections of the county was 
decided by the court on Monday. It had to 
do with the annexation of the village of Bcu- 
amiu and adjoining territory to the borough 
of Perkasie. 
The territory had been an- 


nexed by the town council of Perkasie in the 
effort to make a "greater Perkasie," but an 
ippeal was taken by a few citizens of Perka- 
de, and pending the decision of the court as 
,o whether the appeal could be sustained the 
>orough exercised no jurisdiction over the 
newly acquired territory, and thus "Greater 
Perkasie" hung in the balance for the time 
>eing. The court decided, however, that the 
ippeals could not be entertained from the 
'act that they had not been filed in the time 
ipeoitied by law, which delighted those in 
favor of a larger borough. The interest dis- 
)layed by the citizens of Doylestown and in- 
«rvening points between the two boroughs 
was owing to the fact that the right of way 
lad been denied the Quakertown Traction 
Company by two property holders within the 
.erritory now a part of the borough, which 
jrevented the company from building its 
road to Doylestown over the most convenient 
route. 
As the decision of the court gives 


,he borough jurisdiction in the matter town 
council of Perkasie may grant the trolley 
company the much coveted right of way. 


The first petition that has been presented 


to (he court of this county for the appoint- 
ment of what are designated as Side Path 
Commissioners was filed here on Monday at 
a session of court. 
The petition, which is 


signed by 24 prominent residents of Doyles- 
town and New Hope.was presented in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Act of As- 
sembly of April 11, 1899, designed to secure 
oicycle paths along the various township 
roads in the commonwealth. These paths 
are to be maintained by a tax not to exceed 
$1 to be levied upon bicycles, the amount of 
the tax to be suggested by the Path Commis- 
sioners, who will hare the supervision of the 
paths, which must not exceed six feet in 
width or be less than three feet. 
The paths 


may be used by pedestrians, but wheelmen 
will have the right of way. 
The court-held 


the petition in question under advisement. 
The Commissioners wi.'l be reimbursed for 
necessary expenses but will receive no com- 
pensation for their services. 


Rev. Robert M. Labaree, the new pastor

Ihe spring caucus of the Republican party in 
this borough and a resolution in favor of the 
substitution of the delegate system with in- 
structions to delegates in place of the pres- 
ent relic of the method of the aboriginal 
tribes was carried with but two dissenting 
votes.

lution is given. 


Hail the matter been taken up generally 


at the spring conventions throughout the 
county as was done here, the advocates of a 
change from the present system would uu- 
undoubtedly present a stronger case before 
the County Committee than they have today. 


The present system has nothing to com-' 


mend it, disfranchising as it does three- 
fourths of the Republicans of the county in 
so far as participation in the nominations is 
concerned. 
It has no excuse for existence 


save tlie weak plea of political expediency. 
The fact that it has few adherents and no 
ixistence in any other county is a strong 
argument against it. 


It is a reproach to the Republican organi- 


zation of Bucks County that the man who 
cannot afford to attend the mass convention 
must either be denied the right of voting at 
a primary election or be humiliated by hav- 
ing his expenses paid by a prospective can- 
didate. 
The voices of justice and fair play 


bid the members of the County Committee to 
efface this blot from the fair escutchen of the 
Republican party of Bucks. 


The regular meeting of the Board of School 


Directors was held on last Monday evening, 
four members being present. 
A new chart 


that had been received by the Board was in- 
spected and approved by the Board, which 
unanimously agreed to its purchase. The 
delinquent tax collector, Charles Manning- 
ton, Esq.-, made a partial report and was or- 
dered to proceed with the collections. The 
Board authorized him to retain ten per cent 
for collection of the remaining delinquent 
personal taxes. 


The treasurer's report was read, showing 


a probable indebtedness of about $100 at the 
close of the present school year. This is a 
gain of $120 over last year, which is a very 
creditable showing in consideration of the 
fact that the rate this year is a little leas 
than heretofore. 


The members present all expressed them- 


selves as favorable to the retention of the 
present teachers, Mr. Barren and Miss 
Smith, for the coming year. 


It was the general opinion also that Mr, 


Barrou should receive a slight increase in 
salary in consideration of his term of service 
and most efficient work in the school. The 
question of making Mr. Barren principal of 
the school, formally, for he is principal now 
in effect, was also discussed, but was laid 
over for the consideration of the incoming 
Board.

Il 


is a light labor tor members of the House to 
sit in their easy chairs and pass appropria- 
tion bills, but if they have failed to enact 
measures that will accumulate sufficient rev- 
enue to piiy the appiopriations there is no 
legitimate action left for Ihe Governor but 
lo piece things oul until both cuds meet, and 
every fail-minded cilizen will commend him 
for undertaking to conducl Ihe State affairs 
on business principles. 
He has intimated 


that he will lop off $1,000,000 from the 
school appropriation, which suggestion hits 
raised a howl from a number of chronically- 
affected throats. 
Inasmuch as the schools 


got about three-fourths of the total revenue, 
it would be a perfectly rational and proper 
proceeding lo make a cut where il would be 
Ihe least lelt. 
It will not take long lo figure 


how lightly such a reduction would full upon 
each disti ict. 


Tho House, which was distinclively anli- 


Quay, originated the revenue measures, aud 
that body should shoulder the responsibility 
of necessitating a reduction in Ihe amount of 
expenditures to a point which will meet the 
receipts. 


The anli-Quay House of Representatives

A CUKIGUS MYSTERY.
